The railroad accommodation con- 
ductor on one of the short ran trains 
which leave the big cities has little 
more work, little more responsibility 
and requires less real skill than the man 
who by grace is called "conductor" on ' 
a trolley car of one of our cities. 


Both men, of course, have thousands 


of cares. The railroad man has a certain 
number of stops to make and a certain 
schedule time allowed for getting over 
his run of the railroad. The street car 
conductor, has an uncertain number of 
stops to make, yet he still has his cer- 
tain scheduled time to make on his run, 
ami he must make it, too, or be able to 
gi?e an "A No. 1" excuse for failure.

biggest man on bis train. Is ever the 
street oar conductor the biggest, unless 
every passenger is off and the motorman 
also?

New England Meeting Honsei. 


Cotton Mather said: "I find no just 


ground in Scripture, to apply isuch a 
trope as church to a house for public 
worship. A meeting house is the term 
that is most commonly used by New 
England Christians, and every town, 
for the most part, can say we have a 
modest and a handsome house for the 
worship of God, not set off with gaudy, 
pompous, theatrical fineriqa,- but suited 
unto the simplicity of Christian wor- 
ship." 


The people were seated in the early 


days, says Dr. Ezra Hoyt Byington, in 
his book on ' 'The Puritan In England 
and New England," on rough benches, 
men and women on opposite sides.

YIELDING TO CANADA. 


THE UNION LABEL ON SHOESj 


Th* strike in the Pingree & Smith 


shoe factory in Detroit Is over, and the 
company has won. The difficulty was 
nothing that would have attracted 
much attention had the name of Pin- 
greo not been before the country in 
connection with radical reform and 
Utopiarr ideas. From this distance it 
looks as if the company had a right to 
win, but that is not what we care so 
much to speak about The company 
was introducing new machinery, ma- 
chinery invented in Detroit arid being 
experimented with by the* Pingree & 
Smith company solely. The company 
employed boys to experiment with the 
machinery and the labor union objected 
to this unless the company paid every 
one of the boys $15 a week, which was 
the price agreed upon between the com- 
pany and the uniom for the kind of 
work the new machines were design-" d 
to do. The company would not pay this 
wage, looking upon the experiment as a 
thing outside the operation of the wage 
scale, and so the strike followed. There 
was no objection to the union on the 
part of the company. There has been 
none and there will be none, the com- 
pany always being willing and express- 
ing itself as willing in, the future to 
treat with union men or union commit- 
tees. 


The interesting point in the strike and 


its outcome, both to shoe manufacturers 
and shoe operatives, is the fact that it 
brought about the abandonment of the 
union label by the Pingree & Smith 
company. The company adopted the 
label three years ago and at present 
says this in regard to it: 


"To use it we were compelled to em- 


ploy only members of the union, dis- 
charging anyone who for any reason be- 
comes objectionable to the union. The 
benefits from its use axe by no means 
commemorate with the annoyance and 
inconvenience. We have, therefore, re- 
turne'd it, but expect to treat with our 
employes, making prices, etc., as we 
have before and since we, have had the 
use of the stamD. * * * When wo 
adopted th3 sump thrie ypar^ ago we 
•were No. 9 in the list of fnctoriis using 
it. Today not onei of those who were 
usins it when we adopted it, now have 
it 
From the list of April 1, 1S90, pub- 


lished by the Boot And Shoe ^Vorker's 
union, it appears that up to that uate 
4fi fatcories had adopt?-! the stamp &')d 
all but 19 had abandoned it. Of ihe 30 
si ill using it there were but two of any 
prominence, and they had only recently 
coicmenced its trial." 


Ihese figures and the loss of .the 
Pingree and Smith prestige to the 


label do not indicate that the use of 
the label in the shoe trade is increas- 
ing or likely to increase. This is not as 
it should be and there is something 
wrong. The weight of the Pingree & 
Smith argument that the label causes 
more trouble than it is worth will be 
heavily felt against the interests of 
the label. 
It seems as if there was 


need of more of what Delegate Ar- 
thur preached at the Allied Trades con- 
vention in this city, more recognition 
of the label on manufactures by union 
men thus compelling its more general 
use. And it seems that there is need 
for a better adjustment with shoe man- 
ufacturers so that the label may not 
continue falling into 
disrepute. 
It 


looks as if shoe workers need to sail 
up steadier into the wind. 


Canada should have no fault to find 


*with the proposed modus Vivendi pend- 
ing the permanent settlement of the

This port is to be free 
pending the adjustment of the diffi- 
culty, and it is proposed that, as a 
permanency, Canada be allowed 
the 


rrivilege of that port under lease. The 
United States is to retain sovereignty 
over the port and all of the disputed 
territory. 


The port privilege is practically the 


' Whole matter the Canadians are fight- 
ing for. They want a near way out 
from the Yukon and adjoining terri- 
tory. According to the United States 


, interpretation of the Russian treaty 


thp Alaskan boundary should be miles 
above Lynn canal, wholly including it 
jn the United States territory. Canada 
claims the opposite .and wants to draw 
the boundary line so as to include 
enough of the hf-ad waters of the canal 
in Canadian territory to have a Cana- 
dian port. The offering of a port in 
Lynn canal, probably the privileges of 
Pyramid. Harbor, is conceding to Can- 
ada all that she desires. The question 
of the- r-mpty sovereignty will probably 
not troublf the Canadians much. 


This may be a wise adjustment, but 


it looks no. if it was almost a complete 
surrender to Canada; one of those sur- 
renders with honor, the retention of 
sovereignty being the honor saving 
consideration. 
The integrity of the 


Alaskan coast disappears with Canada 
having a port in Lynn canal. It is said 
that the granting of a free port to 
Canada will be of mutual advantage, 
that the Americans will derive as much 
benefit from the railroads' in Canadian 
territory as the Canadians will de- 
rive from 
tho port 
in American 


territory. This may bo true, but Can- 
Ada Is entitled to the disputed territory

McKinley as War President 


^

The first sound of martial music, as 


the troops responded 
to the call, 


seemed to inspire him with patriotic 
enthusiasm. Making his plans for the 
prosecution of the war, he displayed 
almost superhuman power and en- 
durance in pressing their execution. 
Congress remaining in session, he was 
besieged day and night by throngs^'of 
visitors, urging appointments in the 
army or the acceptance of troops from 
every state and territory in the union. 
The very smallest detail of the mobi- 
lization of the troops was familiar to 
him. Daily, and often until far after 
the midnight hour, he sat in his library 
or his office in the executive mansion 
consulting with congressional 
com- 


mittees as to the necessary legislation 
to provide ways and means to execute 
their orders declaring war with Spain; 
interviewing the secretary of state, and 
personally so directing the diplomocy 
of the government as to avoid compli- 
cations with foreign powers; advising 
with the secretary of the treasury as to 
the resourses of that department; con- 
sulting with the general of the army, 
the secretary of war and tho adjutant 
general as to the actual strength of the 
army, coast defenses, quantity and 
character of arms and ammunition in 
the possession of, or immediately ob- 
tainable by the government, the rais- 
ing, 
arming, transporting and equip- 


ping of the large number of men so 
suddenly called into the field; receiving 
governors and delegations from every 
state, who were anxious to secure the 
acceptance of volunteer regiments, and 
at the same time obtain assistance 
from, the government in 
uniforming 


and arming them; consulting with the 
advisory board and the secretary of the 
navy on the' stupendous task of se- 
curing vessels available for naval war 
service,^ enlisting, equipping, officering 
and assigning the navy; considering 
and passing upon the innumerable ap- 
plications for appointment in every 
branch of the service, made necessary 
by the war. A \rian with less than 
Herculean physical strength could not 
have stood the strain for the weeks and 
months which President McKinley en- 
dured without breaking down. 


The resolution declaring war passed 


on April 2Tst, 1898. On Sunday, the first 
of May, as the church bells were ring- 
ing on that bright morning, the cry of 
"extras" by the newsboys in the street 
arested the attension of' everyone. 
Dewey had destroyed the Spanish fleet 
off the Philippines, and had planted the 
American flag at Cavite, demanding 
the surrender of the city of Manila. 
Thus, in a twinkling, the president's 
responsibilities were doubled. He had 
not only to continue his arduous labors 
in preparation for sending the expedi- 
tion to Cuba, but at the same time to 
turn his attention to following up and 
maintaining the brilliant victory of 
Dewey, by forwarding supplies 
and 


troops to occupy the newly acquired 
territory. Dewey's 'undying achieve- 
ment had cost no sacrifice of life; but 
an administrative tour de force was 
necessary to hold what he had ac- 
quired, to replenish his'stores and am- 
munition, and supply an army of occu- 
pation. 


While shfirlns tho nation's patri- 


otic exultation, the president fully ap- 
preciated the dejicacy,:pf the position 


in which the United States was placed 
by 
this unlooked-for 
event. 
He 


promptly set on foot measures to com- 
ply with the necessities of the case. 
Transports had to be provided, sup- 
plies ajid troops forwarded at once to 
that far-away station, ten thousand 
miles distant from Washington, with 
continent and ocean intervening. 
A 


less courageous and self possessed man 
would have quailed before the prodig- 
ious responsibility. 
Yet no one has 


heard a complaint from our over-taxed 
chief executive. 
Wisdom, inexhaust- 


tible patience, kindliness and tact have 
characterized his intercourse with the 
various elements with" whom he has had 
to deal. 


No monarch today has half the bur- 


den and care of his subjects that the 
president of this republic has of his 
constituency, who require his personal 
interest in their individual welfare and 
demands. He is appealed to on every 
ground—merit, service, charity and po- 
litical consideration. He is expected to 
know, even down to details, the condi- 
tion of every department of the govern- 
ment, and their various branches; to- be 
so well informed on internatic-ntal re- 
lations with all the world as to secure 
equal, if not superior, advantages in 
every treaty or exchange with foreign 
governments; and yet he is allowed no 
time for study or the acquirement of 
the wide knowledge demanded. We are 
an insatiable nation; as our population 
increases and our domain expands, the 
inauguration of more rational relations 
between the people and the president 
is inevitable, as no human being can 
long withstand the labor, mental and 
physical, now required. 
' 


There are always men willing to un- 


dertake the mighty responsibilities and 
vexatious cares devolving upon the 
president of the United States, but it 
does not follow that they can discharge 
them successfully. Mr. McKinley has 
probably come nearer to doing so than 
any other president since Abraham Lin- 
coln. Before his term expires, however, 
he may require the wisdom of Solomon 
to guide us through the labyrinth of 
questions now arising, and which we 
have hitherto known not of. The loy- 
alty of the whole nation has doubtless 
stimulated his endurance and lightened 
his burdens. 
That he has conscient- 


iously sought so to conduct affairs that 
the greatest good might follow to the 
greatest number of people, no honest 
person has doubted. Many have watch- 
ed with equally earnest solicitude lest 
his judgment might err; but no final 
disappointment in the result of his ac- 
tion has transpired. His keen intuitions 
have led him aright. His far-seeing 
statesmanship, tactful handling of del- 
icate situations, and unswerving fidel- 
ity to duty have made him an ideal 
chief executive in the troubulous times 
since his inauguration.

The animal will weigh 
about 900- pounds and has a scar on its 
side and a sore back. The foretop is 
clipped and the shoes are thin and 
look like what are called steel plates. 
It is believed the horse belongs in this 
part of the country and that it was 
hired by the thieves, who after tiring it 
out exchanged it for Mr. Langworthy's. 


Mr. Langworthy began the hunt as 


soon as he missed his mare yesterday 
morning arid word was sent in all 
directions. He learned that two men 
had been seen in Hoosick Tuesday 
driving a horse that answered the 
description of the one that was found, 
and that they had tried to trade him 
to some Gypsies who are in. camp on 
land owned by Mr. Shaw.

Spur Track From Fitchburg Under 
Consideration, to Connect With Works 


An important improvement is being 


discussed for the Arnold print works, 
whic hwill have a great effect on its 
business, in the form of a spur track 
from the Fitchburg railroad to the print 
works grounds, s" that all the tearn- 
ing between the works and the freight 
station,, which is a large item of ex- 
pense, will be avoided. 


It is understood that the print works 


will, through the small piece of land 
next Furnace street, Just west of the 
Phoenix bridge, which has been the 
property of Timothy Collins, connect its 
property with the railroad, building the 
spur track over this, and either crossing 
Main street, or if permission canont be 
secured for this, passing under the 
highway. 


This would do away with one of the

The spur track if{built would con- 


nect with tne present-store house, and a 
new store house which the company 
will soon build, and past these to the 
works themselves. The company has 
plans prepared for^the new store house, 
which will be located close to the pres- 
ent one, and will be one of the largest 
buildings of that sort in this region. 
It will be 125 feet by 93, and five stories 
high, with(an elevator.

MORE PROFIT WANTED, 


Westerners Agitate Higher 


Prices for Footwear, 


Lynn, Mass., July 27.—A movement 


for higher prices for shoe wear has 
begun in the west, of which eastern 
manufacturers are advised through a 
circular letter emanating from the Cin- 
cinnati Boot and Shoe Manufacturers' 
association, and proposing a conference 
at Philadelphia Aug. 8, to bring about, 
if possible, the making of better profits 
by the producers. 
At the meeting of 


western makers,' held last wesk, -that 
authorized the circular in question, th,e 
proposition was laid down that the high 
price of leather, both sole and upper, 
and all other material that goes to maka 
up a shoe, has advanced to such pro- 
portions that better prices must be had 
for the goods, and the question was dis- 
cussed whether makers 
should still 


maintain the standard heretofore given 
in their shoes and charge an advance, 
or make shoes for special prices as here- 
tofore made. 


"Some of those present argued," says 


the letter, "that the proper wayi would 
b'e to keep up the standard and charge 
a legitimate advance on the goods. 
Others contended that the dealers and 
retailers throughout the country would 
demand shoes at special prices, even if 
the quality is not so good." 


The majority of those present favored 


keeping up the standard, but no action 
was taken in this respect until makers 
in other shoe centres equally interested 
in the matter should be conferred with. 


While favoring the position taken by 


the western men on this point, the pro- 
posal is so unexpected, and so little 
time is given for Its consideration, that 
It is doubtful if Lynn men will be able 
to take any concerted action in time to 
appoint delegates, or to decide what 
course to pursue. 
The keen competi- 


tion existing among local manufac- 
turers is another obstacle to organiza- 
tion in a common cause. 


Joseph M. Hurley of the Hurley Shoe 


company says that he does not believe 
a meeting will be held, although the 
shoe men have been talking the matter 
over. 
He looks for an advance in the 


price of shoes in any case, as everything 
used in the construction of a shoe costs 
more than it did a year ago. 
In some 


cases, however, as in special shoes, it 
is not practicable to raise the price. 


William M. Currier of Lundy & Cur- 


rier said that manufacturers were get- 
ting more for their shoes now than they 
had been, either directly or indirectly, 
as they were paid more for them* in 
some cases and in others, "togk it out." 
It would be impossible for manufactur- 
ers to continue in business if they got 
no more for their shoes now than tney 
did when leather, linings, and supplies 
in general w&re cheap. 
There was no 


question but that prices on some grades 
of shoes had advanced in the past six 
months, and every indication pointed to 
still higher prices. 


Asa rule the manufacturers who have 


given infoi-mailon as to how they have 
adjusted conditions in their factories so 
as to continue making profits in their 
business with supplies 
at 
increased 


prices claim that the only resource left 
to them is the application of economical 
principles In manufacture. 
Every item 


of superfluous expense has been pared 
down, and all expenses in the making- 
of the shoes cut down, consistent with 
keeping the intrinsic value up to its 
former standard.

The Movements by Which They Dislocate 


a Would Be Elder—Tricks of the Kaieer 


, Who Has a Colt to Sell—Rough Blden 


of Different Countries. 


"How does it feel to ride a back 


jumper?" 


Many years apo we asked this ques- 


tion of a well known rough rider on 
first meeting him. 


"You'll be surprised when yon try," 


was the reply. "The smash of his hoofs 
on the ground is what you'll notice 
principally. It comes like a pistol shot, 
and it's enough to make your jaws crack. 
Another thing is that his head goes out 
of sight altogether, between his fore 
legs. But the real job is when he goes 
in for sid« work and tries to catch hia 
tail like a young dog. Even if you stick 
to him then, you're lucky if he doesn't 
work the saddle over his head." 


"You don't mean without breaking 


the girths?" we exclaimed. 


"Certainly," he replied. "Ask any 


man who has broken wild horses whether 
a bad one can't'jump out of the saddle.' 
If you can sit him till the third 'buck,' 
yon are supposed to be able to sit him, 
but let me say that you don't always 
get to the third." 


As we have sat (and also been thrown) 


by buck jumpers since then we can in- 
dorse unreservedly every jword of this 
authority on the subject. u.o say one is 
surprised is a mild term to employ. On 
our first attempt our chief astonishment 
was at the infinitesimal time it took to 
reach the ground after the horse began 
to "go to work." 


Many who know anything of riding 


in this (so called) horse loving nation 
of ours will think they have ridden a 
"buck" often and require no informa- 
tion on the subject. 
Be assured, how- 


ever, reader, that it is an exceedingly 
rare thing. We have known men who 
have broken horses on colonial cattle 
stations for 20 years and have never 
seen a real buck jumper. 


A reason for this is the fact, which 


all do not know, that only horses of 
certain strains can "buck." A vicious 
horse may rear and fall back on his 
rider, or he may roll on the ground and 
proceed to-devour him—and these hab- 
its are no doubt unpleasant and not to 
be recommended (in a child's pony, for 
instance), but if he hasn's got the right 
breed he will never "buck." 


One of the innumerable popular de- 


lusions about horses is that buck jump- 
ers which are exhibited in public, like 
Buffalo Bill's, for instance, have re- 
ceived careful training in the art. Any 
one who has broken horses will know 
that in their wild state they require no 
instruction whatever in this direction. 
The whole art of breaking consists in 
teaching them not to " buck." This is 
why our colonies supply the buck jump- 
ers of the world. Time there is money, 
and hands cannot long be spared for 
breaking. The 2-year-old is driven into 
the yard (having possibly never seen a 
mail before), roped up, cast, and while 
he is on the ground a saddle and bridle 
are worked *on to him. A rough rider 
is put up, he drives the spurs well 
home, and there you have an inveterate 
buck jumper for life. 


Put yourself in the horse's place, and 


you will hardly wonder at it. He is by 
nature morbidly nervous, and man is a 
thing almost unknown till now. The 
horrid black object on his back is to 
him the foul fiend incarnate, and the 
first step in breaking he supposes to be 
the final dissolution of the universe. 


Ia Australia it used to be no uncom- 


mon thing that a man who had a colt 
to sell got him broken in two hours be- 
fore the sale. The whole process cost 
just 10 shillings. 


The rough rider was hoisted up, and 


the colt went through his repertoire of 
contortions, being' occasionally lashed 
from behind with a stock whip to in- 
sure all traces of vice being thoroughly 
eradicated. By the time of the sale he 
was naturally so exhausted that all at- 
tempts at "playing up" were (for the 
t;iu6 u6iug, Oi uuurau) (JUG of the ques- 
tion. The mark of the saddle was point- 
ed out as proof positive that he could 
be ridden, and he changed hands, guar- 
anteed thoroughly quiet and broken to 
saddle. 


Unless he was a first class rider the 


experience of the buyer on mounting 
him next day would be both unexpect- 
ed and exhilarating. 


Who are the best riders in the world? 


The Australians say they are, and they 
BJ e supported by most competent judges. 
South Americans claim to be as good, 
and they are certainly good riders, but 
not so scientific. They are satisfied if 
they can stick on and even resort to 
putting the spurs between the girths for 
a f oof hold. Australians would" scorn 
such means. If good riders, they will 
sit correctly even under, the most diffi- 
cult circumstances. 


Can buck jumping be cured? It can- 


not, or rather we should modify this 
statement by saying that it can. It can- 
not because back jumping iaan ingrained 
vice, the result of fear, and, once learned, 
is never forgotten. It can, like all other 
/vices, be subdued by steady work and 
careful handling, but recollect that, 
once these are left off, it may return. 
At all events such a "reformed" ani- 
mal can never be ridden by a lady.— 
Chambers' Journal.

Three Are Canning Down the Moun- 


tain Side, SendlitK Up Sheet* of 
Flame — Outbreak Began With an 
Exploiiioii, and It Is the Flrit In 
Elgliteeu Yean. 
The great crater of Mokua Weoweo, 


on the peak of Mnima Loa, island of 
Hawaii, has broken into active erup- 
tion, according to advices by the Amer- 
ica Maru, which recently arrived at 
San Francisco, and a lava flow, throw- 
Ing the mountains of fire Into the air 
to the height of hundreds of feet, has 
started down the mountaim side to- 
ward the city of Hilo. This flow Is 
apparently following the track of the 
old flow, which in 1881 reached the out- 
skirts of the city. There are two other 
flows, one down the Kau side of the 
peak toward the sea, threatening the 
coffee plantations and thousands of 
acres of sugar land on that side, says 
the New Tote Herald. 


The whole summit of Mauna* Loa 


seems to be crowned with fire, flaming 
at night like a majestic torch. 
From 


the outskirts of Hilo fountains of fire 
800 and 1,000 feet high can be seen 
with opera glasses. Writing from the 
Volcano House of the beginning of the 
eruption, Mrs. May C. Beckley, a resi- 
dent of Honolulu, says: 


"At quarter past 4 o'clock on the 


morning of the Fourth of July there 
was a terrible explosion, which made 
the,, island rock, and the manager of 
the hotel came to tell us that Mokua 
Weoweo was in eruption. The flow of 
lava could be plainly seen from here. 
It has left the crater and divided into 
two streams, one-going down the Kau 
side and the other toward Hilo. It 
runs very rapidly, throwing up Jets of 
fire and molten lava sometimes to a 
height of 1,000 feet. Kilauea does not 
show so much smoke since the larger 
crater has broken out" 


This Is the first time in 18 years that 


the great crater of Mauna Loa has 
shown signs of activity. The present 
eruption promises to be tbe most nota- 
ble in the recent history of the moun- 
tain, and the damage done will be al- 
most incalculable. 
Already Hilo is 


threatened, and tbe Volcano House Is 
right in the track of the lava flow. If 
some agency does not turn the fiery 
flood, no power can save the historic 
hotel. All about the base of the Mau- 
na Loa, too, are oanefields and coffee 
plantations, and these the burning lava 
will lick up in its course. 


The America Maru left Honolulu on 


July 13. On . the Sunday before the 
steamer Klneau arrived from Hilo 
with news of the eruption. The Hilo 
JTribune gave this account: "The erup- 
tion was first noticed at the Volcano 
House early on the morning of July 4. 
The patrons at the hotel were awaken- 
ed by a tremendous explosion and, on 
making their way to the veranda, wit- 
nessed one of the grandest sights ever 
seen. The outbreak took place on the 
side of Mauna Loa at an elevation of 
about 10,000 feet and In about the 
same place as where issued the flow of 
1880-1. 


"Two immense fountains of lava 


were forced Into the air to an elevation 
of many hundreds of feet, and from 
the constant overflow from the' crater 
there were soon formed three lava 
streams (It was at first reported that 
only two had been seen), which are 
now slowly making their way down 
the mountain side toward the sea. The 
rapidity of the movements of these 
streams, flowing in different directions, 
Is dependent entirely upon the Inequal- 
ities of the ground over which they 
must pass. The smallest flow is In the 
direction of Kilauea and Is now about 
25 miles distant from the Volcano 
House. What is apparently the second 
flow in size Is on the Hilo side and, as 
nearly as can be determined, will take 
about the same course toward the 
town as the Wailuku river. 


"The third and, to all appearances, 


the largest flow has taken Its way to- 
ward the Kau' side. This Is the lar- 
gp'-t stream ever seen on the Island 
and of the three streams is moving 
most rapidly. The eruption shows no 
sign of abatement, and the sight by 
night is one of appalling grandeur. At 
the Volcano House lights are not re- 
quired at night, and the country for 
miles around Is brilliantly illuminat- 
ed." 


The steamer Upolu reached Honolu- 


lu on -July 12, bringing Hilo news to 
the 10th. A letter says: "The lava from 
Mauna Loa continues to advance with- 
out any diminution in force. As far 
as we can learn, it is still uncertain 
what course the flow will take. It may 
go to Kau, Olaa and Hilo by way of 
the 1881 flow or to Kihalo by way of 
the 1859 flow. Past history shows that 
flows from the summit are strong nn<1 
reach a long way. Latest advices r,bor/ 
that the flow on the Hilo sKlo has 
reached a point near or below the Hu- 
muula sheep station. 
This informa- 


tion comes by telephone from the sta- 
tion. If it is correct—and there Is no 
reason to doubt its accuracy—the 
course of tha flow must be direct to 
Hilo." 


The Upolu brought word that a sec- 


,ond outbreak had occurred on the Kau 
side of Mauna Loa at about tbe same 
altitude as on the Hilo side. 


MONEY MAKING IN TACOMA. 


The City of Destiny Once Coined It* Own 


Cash. 


Taooma once bad a mint that coined 


all of the money in ciroulation where 
the City of Destiny now stands, and it 
did not require tbe fiat of Uncle Sam, 
the silver of Idaho or tbe gold of Cali- 
fornia to make the pieces from Tacoma's 
mint pass current among the Indians 
and the few hardy pioneers who were 
blazing the path of civilization through 
the forest on tbe shores of Commence- 
ment bay, says the Taooma Ledger. 


> 
Back in the early seventies the Taoo- 


ma Mill company, not being able to 
handily secure gold and silver for use 
in trading with and paying off the In- 
dian laborers and early settlero, hit 
upon tbe novel plan of i?»ning_it8_owji 


currency, and te'lhJa eud set its black- 
smith to work to faahiou for it out 
of scraps of iron and brass pieces of 
money, or, rather, tokens, which could 
be used as a circulating medium. The 
pieces consisted-of 40'cent and 45 cent 
iron tokena and brass $1 pieces. The 40 
cect pieces were* about an, inch iu.diarn- 
eter and the 45 cent pieces were about 
the size of tbe present silver half dollar. 
The $1 pieces were oval in shape, about 
\y± inches long, an inch wide and a 
sixteenth of an inch in thickness. These 
pieces were stamped with tbe figures 
showing their value, and readily passed 
current all over the country tributary to 
the mill. Nearly all of this old "mill" 
coin has passed away, but a few days 
ago William Hanson of theTacoma Mill 
company presented a set of these queer 
coins to the Ferry museum. In his let- 
ter to the museum he said: 


"The honesty of the people and the 


absence of any blacksmith shop save 
that of the company made the use of 
this money r°s9ible-" 


Oregon has 'long boasted that the 


"Beaver" coin, minted at Oregon City 
in the early fifties, was the only money 
minted in the northwest in the days of 
the pioneer, but here in Tacoma, long 
years after Oregon's "Beaver" mint 
had become a historical incident, was a 
primitive mint that supplied the coin 
to furnish the pioneers and Indiana with 
all of tbe necessities for their rough 
lives. The coins, which are still pre- 
served, are roughly made, just such as 
any blacksmith with 
ordinary tools 


might make, and as a matter of fact 
during the early years of the mill com- 
pany's existence formed practically the 
local circulating medium of exchange. 
When the Indians who were employed 
in tbe mill were paid for their labor, 
this coin sufficed, as all the trading 
they did was with the little store run in 
connection with the mill. The iron and 
brass pieces were, of course, passed 
among the Indians in trading with each 
other, and as anything in the way of 
supplies was purchased by them at the 
mill store the pieces were fully as good 
to them as if they had borne the stamp 
of the government. 


Changes In Cave Dwelling Animals. 
' 'The influence of environment upon 


organisms is nowhere more striking," 
says Science, ' 'than in the case of ani- 
mals which find themselves acciden- 
tally lost in caves and which succeed in 
accustoming themselves to the situa- 
tion in spite of its difficulties. 
M. Ar- 


mand Vire t gives some notes on his ob- 
servations in the Comptes liendus. The 
principal difference in the situation 
consists in the absence of light and in 
the rarity of animal prey. The eye al- 
ways becomes atrophied to a degree 
which varies with the species and also 
with the individual. There is some- 
times a difference, between the two eyes 
of a single individual. The eyes are to 
a certain extent replaced by other or- 
gans of sense; the antennae of 
the 


oampodea become, in some individuals, 
twice as long as usual, and sometimes 
longer than the entire body. The tactile 
hairs with which the body is covered 
obtain an exaggerated development, and i concessions; 
in the crustaceans sometimes even in- 
vade the ocular globe. Hearing does not 
seem to be accentuated, but the sense of 
smell is very acute, and a bit of tainted 
flesh becomes invaded in a very few 
minutes with a large colony of animals. 
The organs of ^digastion become very 
considerably modified in those species 
which are naturally carnivorous, and 
in two staphylins the mandibles were 
found to be completely atrophied.

The Operation and It* After Effects Fro* 


darttve of Kzteeme Torture.

Professor MuGall, for many yeara 


principal of the Glasgow Veterinary! 
wJlefje^. speaking of the practice of dis~ 
homing cattle, said: "I have heard tha 
•evidence of Professor Walley, and 'I 
agree with him that the operation ia 
one of extreme torture at the time and 
afterward. There must be more cr \<*.Ba 
pain until the wound is entirely heated. 
Under the roost favorable circnmstauoea 
it must be painful for ten days. Tha 
operation does not benefit the animal ia 
the least nor the flesh as food. But if 
the animal is vicious I consider it suffi- 
cient to remove the tips of the horns. I 
have known of an animal from which 
the tips of the horns had been removed 
to take to butting again, but very rare- 
ly. Even tien he did not do much 
damage." 


George -Andrew Leper, fellow of the 


Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, 
said: "I consider the practice of dis- _ 
horning cruel because it causes fearful" 
pain and is absolutely unnecessary. I 
have heard the previons evidence and 
agree with it." 


Professor William Pritchard of the 


Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, 
London, and for SO years professor at 
the Royai Veterinary college, Camden 
Town, had heard the previous evidence 
and agreed that the operation tortures 
the animal and is unnecessary. 


Professor Cox, fellow of the Royal 


College of Veterinary Surgeons and for 
some time its president, said, "In my 
opinion Dishorning is extremely cruel 
and quite .unnecessary." 


Professor J. Maoqueen, for ten years 


professor at the Glasgow 'College of 
Veterin&ry Surgeons and afterward aft 
the Royal Veterinary college, Camden 
Town, said: "The 
operation is not 


necessary, and, if performed at 
all, 


should be'done on the animal before it 
is 6 or 8 months"old. That prevents the 
horns growing, and the operation ia 
comparatively painless."—Our Animal 
Friends. 


DIAGNOSIS BY GESTURE. ,", 


Different Diseases Produce Characteristta 


Movements of the Limbs. 


A medical paper in a recent issue has 


described the characteristic movements 
of the limbs made by persons suffering 
from different diseases. The gestures of 
the patient when asked to locate his 
pain not only indicate its seat, but de- 
scribe its character. Thus, if the pain 
be in the chest and distributed over a 
large area "the sufferer sweeps the palm 
of his hand over his chest with a cir- 
cular motion, but should the pain be 
local.he fiiat draws his jhind away from 
the body and then, wita the index fin- 
ger outstretched, and the others curved 
cautiously, approaches the spot where 
the trouble is. In appendicitis he holds 
the palm of the hand over the diseased 
area without touching the skin. 
When 


suffering from violent noninflammatory 
pains, the patient slaps the abdomen. 
A child who complains of continuous 
pain in the stomach, when there is no 
tenderness on pressuc^. is probably 
afflicted with disease of the spine. In 
hip joint disease the pain will be re- 
ferred to at a point inside the knee. With, 
violent diffused noninflammatory pain 
in the leg the patient grasps the limb 
affected. If it be a shooting pain, he 
will point at-the place with one finger. 


The pain of hepatic neuralgia or 


shingles is indicated with the thtimfc 
or forefinger. In joint pains the patient 
approaches the seat of trouble cautiously 
with the haud^flat. 


A curious case is quoted of a patient 


complaining of a severe headache. Be- 
ing asking in what part of. the head it 
was, he answered, 
"The top," and 


when further questioned as to the exact 
spot pressed his finger on the'side above 
the cheek hone. This he did three times, 
though declaring that the seat of the 
pain was exactly on the top of the head. 
The cause of the trouble -was fouild to 
be a bad tooth.

CHANGING NUMBERS 


What the New Ordinance on 


House Numbering Means 


to the City. 


SOME CONFUSION AT FIRST 


Since Every House Will Have a New 


Number. 
Directory Will Be Out 


Date and Letter Addresses 


Wrong. Plans For the 


Change. 


The new city ordinance on the num- 


bering of houses which as reported has 
been signed by the mayor, and which 
was duly advertised yesterday, is not 
going into effect without a 
change 


which is much more radical than most 
people have imagined. It means, in ad- 
dition to the fact that every house in the 
city must bear conspicuously displayed 
its proper number, that the number of 
practically every house in the city will 
bo changed. It means that the direc- 
tory will be out of date, since no ad- 
dress given in it will be correct under 
the new numbering; that letters coming 
to the city addressed to the street and 
number of the house of the recipient as 
it at present stands will be found ad- 
dressed to the house of some other per- 
son; and that a good deal of confusion 
is bound to- result, until the new num- 
bers have lost their newness. Many of 
the church and 
society directories 


which depend on the city directory will 
have to be revised, and business letter 
heads will all need changing. 


It will also mean incidentally a very 


good thing for the dealers in hardware 
and agents for patent house numbers,

thoroughly as soon as the new numbers 
are announced. Every house owner 
A\ ib have to supply himself with a new 
set of numerals, and while the expense 
to each will not be large, in, the aggre- 
gate it will be a handsome thing for the 
dealers. 


In the long1 run, however, the im- 


provement will be well worth all the 
'trouble and confusion.it costs, since at 
present the system of house numbering 
in the city is a very mixed-up affair. 
In fact, it is no system at all. Houses 
have been numbered almost by guess 
work, and the fact that number 100 is 
on the corner of a certain street does 
not give any indication as to whether 
number 200 is two blocks or a mile be- 
yond. And under the present method, 
when a new house is built on a narrow 
lot, between nearby houses, there is 
sometimes trouble in getting any num- 
ber at all for it not already in use. 


Under the new system, which is, al- 


most universal in cities, the number- 
ing is based entirely on. distance, and a 
person who is looking for a. certain 
number. can calculate in an instant just 
how far he must walk to find it from 
the number of the house which he is 
passing at the time. There is to be a 
number for each 20 feet, which makes 
just 264 numbers to the mile. As the 
even numbers are to be on one side o£ 
the street and the odd on the other, a 
person searching for number 232 would 
know when he reached number 100 that 
he had exactly a quarter of a mile to go. 
The nev. system will therefore make it 


j ,1 ^mple thing to calculate distances on 


ary street, simply by subtracting the 
nu-rb"is of the houses between which 
it i? c! 
D>;°*rd to know the distance., 


An efToi t will be made, in putting the 


new system into effect, to make it as 
little confusing as possible. City En- 
gineer Emigh, as already reported, will 
not begin work under the ordinance un- 
til some of the present work that is 
flooding the department is completed. 
"When it is por-il-iip. men will be put to 
work measun:-.~ the streets of the city. 
There w ill be a few Pimple rules laid 
for them to' go by, as for instance where 
to count a number when the 20 feet 
comes just in the middle of a doorway, 
or a few feet one side of it. On curved 
streets the distance will be measured 
in the center of the street, and lines 
to the walk on each sida will furnish 
the distance. In the case of Marshall 
street, which on crossing the- river be- 
comes Brooklyn street, it is probable 
that the numbering will run from Main 
street continuously to the Clarksburg 
line, so that if the name of Brooklyn 
street should ever be changed to a con- 
tinuation of Marshall, the numbering 
would not be disturbed. 


Mr. Emigh has not yet decided wheth- 


er he will have the city all measured 
before aF^igning the new numbers, RT 
that the change can be made through- 
out the city all at the sam^ time, or 
whether the new numbers will be as- 
signed on each street as fast r>s the 
streets are measured. It is nrobable 
that the former method would rcoul* in 
less confusion, since the changing of all 
together would not leave any one in 
doubt &s to
